Applicant requests reconsideration of the advisory action mailed on May 5, 2003. 
Applicant respectfully submits that the advisory action mailed on May 5, 2003 was improper^ 
because a final rejection had not been issued at the time the advisory action was issued. One 
reason issuance of an advisory action not preceded by a final rejection is improper is because 
without a final rejection the period for reply to the advisory action cannot be calculated. The 
advisory action states: "The period for reply expires on: (1) the mailing date of this Advisory 
Action, or (2) the date set forth in the final rejection, whichever is later."
